to turn that whole depart- 


ment 
over to the War 
Department. 


The people

the Secretary of War was so terribly 
muddled up with the Indian

ment while he had no control over it. 
One word will explain it. 
The fron- 


tier trading posts were under the pro- 
tection of the army, but permitted to

have signally failed. The Indians were 
under control of the War Department 
until the Republicans 
got control of 


the Government, 
when the great de- 


sire to find soft places for army pets 
induced 
them to create 
this Indian 


Bureau, by which they increased 
the 


number 
of offices 
in the giftof the 


President several 
thousands, 
and the 


expense 
of the Government 
several 


millions.

Connecticut Election. 


The Democratic 
triumph 
in Con- 


necticut is what was expected 
by the 


party. 
The 
decreased 
majority was 


very trifling, and can be accounted for 
on local issues. 
Some have attributed 


it to the great storm which prevailed 
throughout 
the State 
on tbe day of 


election. 
This is nonsense. 
Ifthe bad 


weather kept the voters from the polls, 
there were doubtless 
as 
many 
of one 


party as the other who refused to ven- 
ture out. 
But many local issues were 


brought into the canvass, 
which al- 


ways influence 
the general 
result 
of 


an election. The shrewdness of the Re- 
publican party in getting up and pre- 
paring for these local Issues is proverb- 
ial, and they always get the better of 
the Democrats in such 
games.

and we would prefer to keep a few

for 


our convenience. 
We have no sympa- 


thy with that class of politicians who 
talk about 
driving out the Chinese 


from this country. 
This 
is 
not the 


way to treat so serious a subject.

Chinese

tion of plighted faith to treat them in 
this summary 
manner. 
We 
profess 


to be a refined 
and 
civilized people, 


and governed by a high sense of hon- 
or. 
Possessing 
these noble character- 


istics we can never descend to the in- 
human treatment of an inferior race,

their presence

be a source ofgreat 
annoyance 
to us. 


We presume there is but one 
feeling 


among our people

Chinamen. 
Nobody wants any more 


of them. 
But as to the best mode

can it,or dry it. 
Canning 


fruit is a very tedious and expensive 
business, 
and to make a success of it 


a large capital must be invested. 
It 


is impossible for one man, or one fam- 
ily to do it with sufficient economy to 
make money out of it. 
Drying in tbe 


old-fashioned way is a slow and 
tedi- 


ous business, 
and though it is better 


to save fruit in this way than to throw 
it away there is very little to be made 
at it. 
Drying or curing fruit and veg- 


etables 
by machines 
must 
take 
the 


place 
of all other 
modes 
of saving 


these 
crops, 
and putting 
them 
iv 


the best possible shape 
for the mar- 


ket. There 
are so many reasons 
why 


this must 
be done that we will only 


undertake 
to 
name a few of them? 


First it is the cheapest 
way that fruit 


and vegetables can be saved?Second 
Where it is cured in this way it is for- 
ever secure from all insects. 
Third- 


It never decays, 
nor does age depreci- 


ate it. 
Fourth?lt 
never loses its aro- 


ma, and is as good and fresh when put 
into water a few minutes before cook- 
ing it as 
when it came out of tbe 


field or 
orchard. 
Fifth?lt 
can 
be 


pressed 
into a smaller compass 
for 


\u25a0hipping than when cured in any oth- 


er way. 
Sixth?The 
demand for it in 


the armies and navies of the world is 
so great that it brings 
nearly double 


what it would if cured in any other 
way. 
Seventh?All 
vegetables 
and 


fruits can be saved in this way at any 
season 
of the year, so that nothing 


ever need be lost or throwu 
away on 


the farm. 
We say now is the time for 


the farmers to begin to make arrange- 
ments to save the enormous crop now 
growing. 
Ifall the fruit growers and 


farmers 
in the county will save 
all 


they raise 
this year, we have never 


seen 
money 
so plenty 
as it will be 


here next Fall. 
Tbe fruit crop will 


bring double the money to the county 
that our wool crop will bring. 
Let 


companies 
be 
formed 
in each 
town 


and neighborhood in the county, and 
go into this work in earnest. 
Those 


who 
are 
living out to 
themselves 


should 
now 
procure 
a 
family fruit 


diyer and be ready to save their crops.

This is the simple history 


of the origin of the 
passover, 
which 


has been observed 
by the 
Jews 
for 


thousands 
of years, wherever scattered 


throughout the earth, whether in pros- 
perity or adversity.

have 
been 


furnished the following account of the 
mode of making the unleavened bread: 


A half sack of flour, weighing forty- 
nine pounds is emptied 
into a 
zinc 


trough and nothing more 
than eight 


quarts of water is added. 
The 
dough 


is then worked until a proper 
consis- 


tency is acquired, 
when 
it is 
taken 


from the trough and transferred 
to a 


semicircular platform upon which it 
is kneaded 
for a short time, after this 
il is run through 
tbe kneading 
ma- 


chine aud then transferred 
to a large 
rolling apparatus, 
where the dough 
is 


pressed into the required 
thickness, 


and marked in a similar 
manner 
to 


that in which 
common 
crackers 
are 


perforated, and cut into cakes 
about 


eight inches 
square. 
The 
cakes 
are 


then transferred 
into 
a 
large 
oven, 


where 
they are 
soon 
baked 
after 
which they are taken out and packed, 
ready for shipment to various parts of 
the country. 
The cakes that may be a 
little burned while baking, or broken 
after being taken from the oven,are run 
through a small band mill aud ground 
into a kind of meal, 
which 
may 
be 


used during the holidays 
in making 


pastry. 
The use ofno bread but that 


we have described 
is permitted during 


the interveing days between 
the 9th 


and the 16th of April.
